CALEXICO, June 4.—In view of 
the many reports and questions 
asked by tourists as to the safety 
of crossing the line into Mexico, un- 
official count, made by the customs 
officials at this port of entry since 
Saturday night, shows unusual con- 
ditions. 


Starting at 4 o'clock Saturday aft- 
ernoon, and lasting until 5 o'clock 
this morning, a pertod of thirty-four 
hours, 11,806 people crossed the 
line from Mexicali into Calexico, 

Saturday night, which is the big 
night in Mexicali on account of the 
open gambling-Rhouses, etc., over 
8000 people crossed in both direc- 
tions. As Calexico’s estimated pop- 
ulation ts 4000, and Mexicali’s 2090, 
these figures show the popularity of 
Mexicali’s amusement for the peo- 
ple of the entire Imperial Valley. 
Customs officials state they noticed 
no unusual crowds at any time dur- 
ing this count. 

COTTON-CROP CONDITION. 

The condition of the cotton crop 
in the Imperial Valley on both sides 
of the boundary line is excellent at 
this time, according to an offic 
report to the Calexico Cotton Ex- 
change. Little replanting was done, 
While the season was a little back- 
ward, and the bulk of the planting 
was done a little later than usual, 
the warm weather is bringing the 
young plants along rapidiy and 
there is no danger of the yield being 
less on account of the cool weather. 

On the Mexican side the stand is 
very good. Some of the big ranches 
over there were a little late in get- 
ting the planting started, but the

This practice is better 
than to stump the animal and thus 
reduce his production of valuable 
mohair. 
Hardy as the animals are, they are 
susceptible to cold rains, long ex- 
posure to high, cold winds, and wet 
ranges. The bands should therefore 
be provided in bad weather with 
effective shelter, though it may be 
made cheap and out of the roughest 
materials found on the spot. Stout 
corrals are needed for protection 
against coyotes, lions and other wild 
animals, in addition to the close at- 
tention of vigilant herders with good, 
trained shepherd dogs. Very 
care must. be given to the young kids 
in the early days and weeks of their 
lives. It is sheer folly to permit val- 
uable, pure and high-grade kids to 
be dropped by their mothers in the 
brush, or on open lands, and left to 
die from exposure to the weather, 
or be slaughtered by wild animals.

With 
reasonable care and special attention 
at kidding time a percentage of 90 
per cent. can be raised to maturity. 

The writer has had the privilege 
of reading a letter written to a 
grower of this valley by Brown & 
Adama, the widely-known wool com- 
mission merchants of Boston, who 
are the authorized selling agents of 
the National Mohair Growers’ Asso- 
Clation, and who wrote as follows: 

“You will note on your grading 
report that in part of your shipment 
the fleeces were tied, and we would 
say that thie is an unnecessary ex- 
pense, as well as undesirable. Man- 
ufacturers do not like it that way, 
and when it comes to our handling 
the fleece over the board it adds | 
materially to the grading charge. 
You will also note that there were 
forty-one pounds [out of 4 gross 
weight of 7783 pounds} of dirt 
found in your shipment, which in- 
dicates that when the mohair was 
shorn it was not put up property. 
We presume it was impossible for 

ou to prevent your mohair from 
. Hurry, but we want to say, 
if that part of your shipment which 
was burry had been free from burs, 
it would have made a difference of 
about 20 cents per pound.“

which growers will find it to their 
interest to note carefully, not only 
in handling their fleece but through- 
out their entire operations as 
growers.

It is to be deplored that the outstand- 
‘Ing issue before the people in connection 
with the campaign of eighteen candidates 
for the City Council is the billboard ques- 
tion. However, Councilmen have forced 
the issue, and as it is worthy of serious con- 
sideration it must be met squarely hy the 
electors.

with a reputed capital of $50,000,000. 
These Councilmen declare they are not 
in the clutches of this octopus, and are 
willing to vote for regulation of the bill- 
boards, but if they have ever repudiated 
the efforts of the sign-makers to elect them 
they have failed to make it known. Con- 
sequently the public has the right to

But although the 
attorneys for the city begged for early ac 
tion the Railroad Commission has not ap- 
the power contract and the opin- 
fon expressed in official circles is that the

| present form. 


When attention is called to some of the 
extraordinary provisions of that contract 
it is not difficult to understand the hesita- 


the present time the city has established 
a schedule of rates under which it de 
livers electric power to wholesale cus- 
tomers at the rate of 1 cent per kilowatt 
hour. There is a loss of 10 per cent. in 
transmission, so the city fs really selling at 
the present time for .9 of a cent power that 
it buys for 1.22 cents. 

In the files of the Railroad Commission 
are published tariffs showing that the light 
and power companies supply the street 
railways here with electric energy at the 
rate of 65 of a Sent per kilowatt hour. 
The average wholesale price is said to be 
about 85 of a cent. Naturally the Realil- 
road Commission hesitates to establish the 
precedent of approving a contract which 
contains such remarkable provisions. 

That the city should be placed in the po- 
sition of asking for the approval of such a 
contract ‘is in itself a powerful argument 
against municipal trading. Seeking to 
enter the local fields as a distributor of 
fight and power, the city finds itself em- 
barrassed by natural and economic condl- 
tions over which it has no control. Recent 
decisions of the Federal courts have set 
forth clearly that when a city government 
goes into the business of retailing light and 
power it is not exercising a governmental 
function and must, therefore, be treated 
just as any other corporation would be 
treated. 

It does not require a financial investiga- 
tion or inquiry to decide that it is bad busi- 
ness for the city to pay 1.22 cents for power 
that it will resell at 90. And it does not 
require a financial inquiry to demonstrate 
that it would be business wisdom to with- 


hold the approval of that extra $2,000,000 |

For years the people of Los Angeles 
complained about congestion on the prin- 
cipal streets, they exploded about strap- 
hanging and they complained about the cars.

City Treasurer Powell yesterday 
fled with the Mayor and Council 
his monthly statement, giving some 
interesting facts regarding the city's 
finances.

Treasurer calls attention to 
the fact that the treasury depart- 
ment is self-supporting, besides 
yielding a handsome profit each year 
of approximately $40,000 to be dis- 
tributed for the upkeep of various 
other departments.
